Furthermore if applicant elects Species III then a further election of species must 
be made as follows: .

The species are independent or distinct because Figure 2 shows an air gap spacer with 
and indentation on an underside and has a diamond shaped pattern. Figure 4 shows 
an air gap spacer having first and second faces with spacer elements position in 
between. Figure 7 shows an air gap spacer with protrusion s extending from the planar 
surface. Figures 5 a, b, and c shows different shaped spaces and Figures 6 a, b, and c 
show different shaped protrusions.
